Gen. Von Linsengen, with another strong Austro-German 
army which has crossed the Dneister, is swinging^ on toward 
Lemburg from the south and has now reached Mikolajof, only 
35 miles from the objective point.

Some of-the best elements 
of, the population are found in overalls, in the shops, in the 
factories and in the fields. The industrious man who leads an 
upright life and attends to his duties as a citizen as he should 
instead of standing back and growling everlastingly about the 
government of his town, his stale and the nation is one of the 
best .elements of the American population, no hiatler where 
hejliv'e's.or what his business is. The business man who deals 
squarely with the'public and who while pushing his own busi- 
ness always has an interest in and an eye out for the general 
welfare and advancement of the community is another sample 
of (he best elements of the American population.
